• sign and be Succeeded'by 


Secretary Taft, 


Washington', Nov. 4',—Chief Justice 


Melville W. Fuller of the Supremo 
Court of the United States plans, it 
Is said, to resign his.ofllce on March 
5, 1905, tlie flay after 
he has ad- 


ministered tlie O2,th of ofilce to the 
next President. 


If President Roosevelt is elected, 


it is reported to be his plan to offer 
the post of Chief Justice to William 
H. Taft, Secretary of war. 
There is 


no official confirmation of these re- 
ports. 
Chief Justice Fullev will bo 


72 years old Feb. 11 1905, and will 
then be entitled to retire from the 
bench on a salary of $10,500 a year 
as long ft.s ho lives. 


The recent death of his wife con- 


tributes to his desire to spend the re- 
maining days of his life free from 
official responsibilities. 
No Chief 


Justice of the Supreme 
Court 
has 


ever resigned. All have died on the 
ben cli. 


Chief Justice Fuller is a Democrat 


and there is RS much of politics ill 
setting March 5 as tlie date of his 
retirement as is usually found in any 
of tho affairs of the highest court of 
the land. 
If' Chief 
Justice Fuller 


should retire before March 4, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt would have an oppor- 
tunity to appoint a Republican—pos- 
sibly Secretary Tnft. But if Alton B. 
Parker is elected the office would be 
saved to -the Democrats. 


Chief Justice Fuller has adminis- 


tered the oath of office to four Pres- 
idents—^Harrison, Cleveland and Mc- 
KinleyJ the latter twice. 
He was 


appointed chief 
justice 
April 30, 


1838. 


Prosidenit Roosevelt would have ap- 


pointed Secretary Taft to itlie supreme 
bench two years ag-o, but Mr. Taft,

An intense sufferer through 
many of the later years Rof Ms life, 
Mr. Long maintained a strong cour- 
age, was cheerful in his physical af- 
fliction, lived in the present under 
tho solace o£ a calm philosophy, and 
faced the future with a stout hqart 
that -pas in marked contrast to his 
steadily, diminishing vitality. 
For 


some days it had been apparent that 
the end could not be long delayed, 
and surrounded by members of his 
family and a few close friends, the 
last spark ,of life died away and the 
patient, sank peacefully into the last 
long sleep. 
' 
LONG IN FRAIL HEALTH. 


Mr. Long had been an invalid for 


many years, though through his im- 
paired, healtn 
he retained 
a close 


grasp upon 
business 
affairs until 


within but a few days prior to his 
death. It is about twelve years ago 
since symptoms of locomotor ataxia 
became manifest in his condition, 
and it was this fact that compelled 
him to abandon the lecturing1 in the 
crusade which had made him fam- 
ous. 
He was frequently under the 


professional care of some of the most 
eminent nindlcal specialists in the 
country, visited numerous health ro- 
sorts and sought in every way possi- 
ble relief from the disease which, de- 
spite tho skill of science, continued 
its grasp upon him, growing In in- 
tensity steadily until it became ap- 
parent that recovery was impossible. 
Tho sad transition 
from vigorous 


physical manhood was noted in the 
growing feebleness 
of 
his 
move- 


ments as he directed his business af- 
fairs, 
yet through It all he was 


cheery and uncomplaining. 


Monday evening, in,company, with 


his wife, lie was down town and wit- 
nessed the - political parade in, honor 
of Senator Fairbanks, of whom .ho 
was an ardent admirer.' In conver- 
sation with his physician, Dr. J. A. 
Lomas, at th.it time Mr, Long ex- 
pressed the fear of a coming crisis in 
his' condition, but.he 
came 
down 


town on Tuesday morning and while 
in the Ai-cado lie almost completely 
collapsed from heart weakness. Ho 


was taken to'his home, but it was not 
until Wednesday morning that Mr. 
Long was compelled to take ""finally 
tc'his bed.". He sank into a coma at 
noon of that day, and did not revive 
until twenty-four hours later. Prom 
that time forward Mr. Long was con- 
scious only-at intervals. The heart 
refused to respond to the most pow- 
erful stimulants. 
Dr. Lomas 
re- 


mained constantly at the bedside of 
the patient, and Dr. L. P. Drayer 
assisted in consultation in the case. 


It was evident that the crisis in 


the disease had arrived, and that hu- 
man aid was: powerless to stay the 
approach ofi* death. 
For hours he 


lingered, barely alive, and It was not 
until this morning that the wonder- 
ful-vitality which 
had 
withstood 


continued 
and 
severe 
illness for 


years at lost gave way. 
Upon, the 


arrival of his son at 5:30 o'clock this 
moruhiy Mr.1 Long revived smncient- 
ly to rcvoynizo him,'and then" grad- 
ually oank into tho embrace of death.

CAKEER WAS UNUSUAL. 


Tho career of Mason. Long was an 


extraordinary one-in many ways. He 
was orphaned at a tender aye, work- 
ed upon a farm, served no a soldier, 
embarked 
in business, •fell 
Into 


doHaoua ways, became a. gambler nnd 
addicted to liquor, became an apostle 
.of temperance 
under 
the Murphy 


movement, 
was converted, 
united 


with .the 
church 
and 
conducted 


throughout the west and south an 
unique crusade against, gambling nnd 
Intemperance that wrought incalcu- 
lable good. 


Mr. Long was born in Lurny, Lick- 


ing county, Ohio, September 10, 184.2. 
His' father;1 Jacob'Long, died when 
the sot!' was but sin: years of flgi*. mid 
after this bereavement the son and 
Ills mother went to West Salem, Ash- 
land, county, Ohio, where a few years 
later the mother died. 
The son was 


at this time ten years-of dge and 
entirely alone. He was bound o\it to 
a wealthy former in Medina comity, 
Ohio, and for seven years was ns ho 
declared i» after years "mi abject 
slave." Leaving at the expiration of 
his 'term of service the young man, 
then 18 years oE age, went to Qene- 
Beo, 111., where ho worked for his 
board1 and attended school, 


ENLISTED IN ARMY. 


In tho spring of 1802, in company 


with a number of his companions, 
Mr. Long cuilisted as a private in the 
112th regiment of Illinois volunteer 
infantry, and served with credit until 
the close of the war. He participated 
In the defense 
of 
Knoxvillc, 
tho 


bloody battle of Franklin nnd the 
defense -of Nashville under General 
Thomas. It was In the armyV said 
Mr: Long, that lie fell into the habit 
of gaining -which characterized some 
later years of his life. 


It was in August, 1865, tlmt tho 


young man came to Fort Wayne and 
in company with a cousin, Samuel 
Lehman, embarked in -the grocery 
business on' Cnlhoun street, the store 
being on< tho present site of the Leh- 
man clothing house, between Wayne 
and Berry streets. It is said to have 
been this firm which introduced the 
free delivery system In 3Tort Wayne. 
This firm continued in. business two 
or 'three years, but Fort Wayno was 
then a hotbed of gambling, and with- 
in a shprt time Mr. Long had fallen 
buck into the habits contracted in 
army life 
His career ns <a gambler 


is graphically told by himself in a 
volume which he subsequently pre- 
pared and published, and which 'at- 
tained a wide snle. 
He was for a 


time manager of a minstrel company 
and proprietor of a theatre nt Lnfay- 
ette, coEductlng at 
different 
times 


also gambling rooms in Fort Wayne. 


TURNED TO TEMPERANCE. 
Then came tho turning point in 


his career. In the summer of 1877, 
while tho Francis Murphy temper- 
ance movement was at 'its height 
over the country, the work in Fort 
Wayne wns In charge of Messrs. Rusk 
and Reddiek, two enorgetlc young 
men from Blttsburg. They had made 
mony* converts to tho cause In a ser- 
ies of meetings held in the old rink, 
and one nigM Mr. . Long 
wns at- 


tracted to the meetings. 
After n 


protracted struggle with his own in- 
clinations, he signed the pledge, nnd 
a few weeks later followed his con- 
version to Chirist. 
6n January 4, 


187.8 Mr. Long became affiliated with 
the First Baptist church, where he 
retained his membership until his 
death. 


It was at about thlsf time that Mr. 


Long opened a restaurant at 'Wnyno 


and Cdlhoun streets, which he call- 
ed the "Model Coffee house," occupy- 
ing the resent site of tho Bruder 
Jewelry establishment. While en- 
g-ag-ed here lie conceived the Idea of 
writing a sketch cf his life, includ- 
ing his reformation from gambling 
arid drinking, 'in the hope that it 
mig-ht be of. aid to others who were 
addicted to the ''habits which had 
blighted a portion of his life. ' The 
result was the volume, "The Life of 
Maeon-Xong, the Converted Q-ambler," 
and in the preparation cf the manu- 
script for the press Mr. Long was 
aided by. the late Hon. Samuel E. 
DIorse. 


THE PILGRIMS' CRUSADE. 
- 


With the i'dba of paving others, Mr. 


Long now began his famous ''Pil- 
grim" crusade. He procured a wagon, 
drawn by four handsome horses, 
equipped the vehicle with a musical 
instnunrent, employed singers and for 
nearly ten years drove about the 
country lecturing"'on temperance and 
gami-mg and selling his biography. Ho 
was immensely successful., both from 
a financial point of view and from 
tho fact Unit ho reached thousands 
with a forceful plea' for temperance 
and against gambling. Entering a 
town or village, and mounting his 
vragou drawn up In the street, Mr. 
Long 
provided a musical 
concert 


and then delivered a ringing; temper- 
ance lecture. He was not an orator, 
but spoke with a feeling and oninten- 
slty that appealed strongly to tlio 
masses. His wagon campaigns were 
conducted not only entirely, over tho 
ccintral west, but his taurscxtended to 
tlio Pacific coast and through the en- 
tire south, the work 'being continued 
for several yours. 
Upon many of 


these tours his family accompanied 
him. 
TJIO sitlea of ]iia biography, its 


well as of a later volume entitled 
"Save 'ilio Girls," and his "Songs of 
tho Pilgrim.-*1' readied many thous- 
ands, and are yet in considerable de- 
mand.

The men had taken their position on 
tile cage to be lowered into the shaft, 
the total depth of which in 1,700 
feet. At the bottom ioa sump filled

signal was given to lower the cage, 
it is aaio% the engine got beyond con- 
trol of the 
engineer. 
One of the 


cages shot upward to the sieve at the 
top of tho shaft and this caused the 
other cage, carrying the men to be- 
come overbalanced'and It feJl to the 
bottom, of "Khe shaft. Those that were 
not killed outright by the fall were 
drowned in the sump. 


The cage containing tho men had 


all the safety appliances and it ap- 
pears that after dropping 1,000 feet 
the cage caught in tho eoJety fasten- 
ings, but it was 'brought to a stop 
so suddenly that the -bottom dropped 
out and the men fell out and landed 
in 'the sump, a distance of TOO feet 
further down the shaft 
Ton men- 


were killed. Only one body has been 
taken out.

• More than 6,500,000,000 postage 
stamps will bo printed during the 
present calendar ' year. 
The exact 


figures, as estimated by the officials, 
•will be 6,964,800,000. Of this num- 
ber 1,791,000,000 will be made up 
of 1-cent stamps, 3,627,200,000 of 
2's and the remainder of the higher 
denominations. 
The bureau *of en- 


graving and printing strikes off 20,- 
800,000 stamps 
every day. 
This 


average is kept np for the 306 work- 
ing days in the year. 


The daily shipment of stamps to 


the 
70,000 
or . more 
postofflces 


throughout the "United States runs 
from 10,000,000 to 70,000,000, the 
latter being the highest number ever 
sent out iii a single day. 
About 


100,000,000 stamps are always kept 
on hand ready for any emergency. 


"Why, eir," said the man in charge 


of the stamp division a few days ago, 
"we count in millions and billions 
here. We can tell -without difficulty 
whether the country is prospering or 
foundering in the slough of ^adver- 
sity. 
In fact, the order sheet for 


stamps is an accurate barometer of 
industrial conditions .in the United 
States. . As a political 
argument 


nothing better can be advanced than 
the unusually heavy -demand 
for 


stamps during the Jast four years. 
The calls -upon ns necessitate con- 
stant activity. Tho sales of stamps 
has jumped with leaps and bounds 
sinco'19004 In that year we shipped 
3,968,000,000; in 1901, 4,270,000,- 
000; In 1902, 5,135,930, and in the 
present year wo hope to pass 
the 


6,000,000,000 mark. 


"Our host month is January. Busi- 


ness picks up in December as a re- 
sult of the holiday season, but we 
reach the flood ,in January. Au- 
gust is the slack month and Febru- 
ary is counted among the dull pe- 
riods. 
The demand 
in the first 


twenty days of every quarter IB un>- 
usually heavy and at such times our 
daily shipments foot up millions. 


"The task of printing 
and dis- 


tributing tho little certificate that 
appears on the letters in the United 
States mails is a tremendous one. 
Great 
skill Is required 
in every 


branch of tho work. Tho best plate 
printers that can be obtained in this 
country aro employed and tho women 
w&o examine and, count the .stamps 
oro among 'the most export of the 
small army employed in tho bureau 
of engraving and printing. 


"While 
billions 
of stamps are 


printtd Jn * year, every detail of the 
big- Job is done, by a force of 200 men 
and women. Each of them is an ex- 
pert in his or her particular line of 
business. 
Only one 
mistake 
has 


beiio, made in counting the stamps 
durlfcg the last three years. When 
it is considered that millions are 
counted in a day, hundreds of mil- 
lions. in a month and billions in' a 
year, Hie proficiency of the counters, 
all of whom are women, is readily 
appreciated. 


"There is another fact that may 


be of interest to those who are not 
advised of tho rules governing the 
national money factory 
where the 


postage stamps are printed. In the 
last three years only oiw sheet o£ 
stamp paper has been lost. 
ITour 


hundred stamps are printed on . a 
sheet, which goes through the hands 
of a couple .of hundred employes. 
But it is almost impossible for a 
sheet of paper or a single stamp to 
be lost or mislaid. Every scrap must 
be accounted for and checked up be- 
fore the employes leave tho building. 


"If a sheet is reported missing a 


search Is made for it. 
If it is not 


found the loss must be made good. 
Sometimes the foreman of the room 
in which the sheet or stamp has dis- 
appeared pays for it or a collection 
is taken up among the employes. 
But, as stated, the losses ore infre- 
quent and when they do occur they 
we small, only one in the last three 
years and- only three or four since 
1898." 


The process of turning out a post- 


age stomp is similar to that of print- 
Ing a bank note. There Is, however, 
more details in the printing of the 
stamp. 
The engraving requires as 


much skill and some of the best man 
in Uie bureau are employed in this 


-. class of worki 
The design is sug- 


gested by some wise official in the 
postofflce department. It takes three 
months to turn it out, and then if 
it does not suit the fancy of the de- 
partment official 
it must be done 


over again. 


The drying process'of the stamp is 


laborious and requires great skill.

BOOHS temperature summer and win- 
ter. This Is accomplished by means 
of steam coils in winter and by per- 
haps the most elaborate system of 
ventilation, in the United States,with 
the possible exception of rooms in 
tho government bureau of standards. 


Experiments covering a period of 


years were made -with different gums 
and It was a long time before the 
chemists wore successful. 
They 


finally evolved a composition which 
fills the bill, and since it has been 
used litblo complaint lias boon heard 
as to the adhesive quality of postage 
stamps. Tho baalc constituent 
of 


this gum, which tho government 
manufactures, is cassava starch. It 
contains nothing that Is dolotorioua 
to health, and, in fact, is pronounced 
almoft "good enough to cut." It is 
manufactured with great t cara and 
cleanliness. 


The method of applying the gum 


to the stamp sheets Is entirely me- 
chanical except in tho counting. Th* 
sheets are fed Into a, hopper, where 
they pass between rollers, the lower 
sot of .which revolve in a,vat of 
melted gum. This vat Is directly 
over a heater which is regulated au- 
tomatically with scientific accuracy. 


Over these gum rollers the stamp? 


pass on a continuous chain, which 
carries them through wooden con1.- 
partmonts heated by hot water 
pipes. Whon the sheets emergo tho 
gum Is dry and they aro ready for 
the counter. • 


The thickness of the coating of the 


gum is a matter which Js also deter- 
mined to a nicety. It is regulated 
with regard to atmospheric condi- 
tions in tho territory 'where the 
stamps are to be. placed on sole. For 
example, stamps which 
go to the 


humid and hot climate of the gulf 
states are so .gummod as to prevent 
them from sticking together. A dif- 
ferent gumming process is employed 
for the stamps sent to the dry and 
cold northern latitudes. 


When the stamp sheets are printed, 


aired and gummed they are placed 
under hydraulic pressure. They are

Line Around Lake Baikal is 


162 Miles Long and Cost 


$27:000,000, 


Lake Baikal lias hitherto made a 


very troublesome break in the con- 
tinuity of the great Siberian rail- 
way. This largo sheet of water, one 
of tho biggest lakes in the world, 
has hud to be traversed by various 
means, according to the season of 
tho yearj by steam ferry, ice breaker* 


and, 
when the Ics was strong enough, 


by carriage, and finally, since .the 
outbreak of the war,' by a railway 
laid on tho ice. This line>round,the 
lake has been under "contemplation 
from tho outeat, but the natural con- 
ditiora o£ tho country through which 
It had to pass offered a multitude of 
obstacles Ho the" engineers and sev- 
eral distinct plans have been under 
consideration. This should bo taken 
as only applying1 to the section as 
far as Kultuk, beyond which place 
the direction of the lino was decided 
upon as early as 189D, whilst tho 
former section could not be taken in 
hand till 1001. 


The railway was not expected to 


be ready before the beginning of next 
year, hut the work has progressed so 
fast sinco the beginning'of the war 
that ifc is ~now practically complete. 
Although water supply and the full 
complement of sidings allow of four- 
teen trains per day in each direction, 
it was proposed to run only seven 
trains a day In each direction and to 
use the ferry, the arrangements for 


which have been improved, as a kind 
of auxiliary and reserve. 


The. 
line ovideutly chosen is the 


one proceeding from the station called 
Baikal to Kultuk and from thence 
to what is OTW the town of Myssowek 
along the shore of Lake Baikal. Pro- 
posals were made in favor of an al- 
ternative, line passing over tho ele- 
vated country between Irkutsk and 
Kultuk, which at places rises more 
than 2,000 feet above the level of 
Lake Baikal, which is again some 
S,000 feet above tho ,sea. Among 
the reasons why this plan was dis- 
carded were the heavy gradients, in 
some places over 17 per cent., and 
tho unfavorable quality of the rock. 
Tho total length of the shore line 
which was eventually chosen is 243 
vorsts, the calculated expenditure is 
02,523,605 roubles, part of tho ag- 
gregate expenditure including some 
works connected with tho extension 
of tho hnrbor at Tanchoi, which ma- 
terially increases the capacity of the 
ferry traffic. 


The railway Is thus the most ex- 


pensive line ever built within the 
Russian empire and tho one which 
has presented the most serious engi- 
neering difficulties, ita building ne- 
cessitating a large number of special 
constructions, 
such 
as 
tun»els, 


bridges, viaducts, etc. The coast of 
Lake Baikal, from the mouth "of the 
liver Angara to Kultuk, a distance of 
some eighty vorsts, is very moun- 
tainous, the rocks in some places 
leaving but a narrow strip of fore- 
shore, while In others they descend 
Sheer into the lake, rising to a height 
of 1,000 feet above the level of the 
water. 


These mountains are, b&sldes, in 


many places intersected by awkward 
crevices nnd clefts. 
On tills section 


of the line tSiero are no fewer than 
thirty-two tunnels, 
in addition to 
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which there are 210 bridges, via- 
ducts, special supports. 
The rail- 


way, like a huge snake, crawls along 
the side or makes its way through 
the mountains in a variety of. twists 
and bends, at on>e place having to 
cross an inlet of tho lake. 
It has 


often been necessary to take special 
precautions against 
the falling of 


pieces of loose rock, as the moun- 
tains in this region have been much 
affected by volcanic eruptions. Water 
Is apt to make its way Into the tun- 
nels 
from 
the same cause. 
The 


looseness of the rock in mniiy placee 
has also necessitated the bricking 
up of the tunnels to a far greater ox-. 
tent than was originally calculated. 
Tho amount of rook and enrth work 
is enormous, tho former even reach- 
ing the figure of 10,000 cubic sas- 
chen (70,000 cubic foet) per verst. 


The other sectiom of tho new line, 


from Kultuk to Myssowek, runs over 
an entirely different kind of coun- 
try and has in every respect been 
much easier to build, nor has there 
been any wavering ns to its direc- 
tion. 


Beyond Kultuk the mountains on 


the whole 'recede further from the 
shore, leaving an ample flat land for 
the railway, which on tho whole of 
thia section only passes one tunnel. 
On the other hand, 'several largo 
streams have to bo crossed, necessi- 
tating the bifildlng of bridges up to 
500 feot In length. The country is 
almost uninhabited and the soil is 
always frozen; the menn temperature 
of the year is half a degree centigrade 
of frost. Tho bridges are all built 
of stone and Iron, as are tho via- 
ducts. The rnilway has the ordinary 
Russian gauge and only ono line of 
rails, but the tunnels are constructed 
wide enough for a double track. The 
traffic under ordinary circumstances 
is calculated to comprise seven trains 
dally in each direction, a number 
which, 
however, 
as already men- 


tioned, can be doubled. Tho maxi- 
mum gradient is 8 per cent. (In the 
tunnels considerably less) and the 
smallest radius of curve is about 
1,080 feet. 


1'he whole of the railway round 


Lake* Baikal lias been built by con- 
tractors and has not been split up 
In &uch small portions as was the 
trans-Bniknl railway, 
nor partly 


built by the government itself, as 
was also the case with portions of 
that line, and there is every reason 
to believe that it has been satisfac- 
torily conctructed.
